The joint staff statement did not 
identify the Iranian aircraft or its 
mission. Washington officials said 
it was a C-130 transport and 
described the incident as a 
“routine intercept” over inter- 
national waters. 

The U.S. planes were from the 
air craft carrier Nimitz. on p3troI 
near the strategic Strait of Hor- 
muz because of tension in the area 
over the Tehran hostage crisis and 
the Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan. 

“There was no firing of 
weapons," a defence department 


spokesman had no comment on 
the Tehran report that Iranian air 
force planes intervened. 

Earlier, a State Department 
spokesman said the incident 
occurred over international wat- 
ers and the American aircraft did 
not violate Iranian air space. 

The nuclear-powered aircraft 
carrier was the base ship for last 
week’s abortive attempt to rescue 
the American hostages by flying in 
helicopters to an isolated desert 
region of eastern Iran. 

In a despatch issued after 
today’s incident, the official Pars 
News Agency said armed forces 
personnel had been warned in a 
circular to be on the alert for a 
further U.S. rescue attempt.

Qotbzadeli escapes 

assassination attempt 


KUWAIT. April 29 (R) - Iran's 
Foreign Minister Sadeq 
Qotbzadeh escaped unhurt from 
an apparent assassination attempt 
in Kuwait today. 

. Hours after the attack on his 
motorcade, the identity of the 
gunmen was still a mystery. The 
government said police were 
investigating. 

An Iraqi embassy spokesman 
dismissed as “absolute rubbish*’ 
allegations by the official Pars 
News Agency in Tehran that the 
gunmen had fled into the embassy. 
Iraq and Iran are openly hostile to 
each other. 

The interior ministry said in a 
brief statement - that security 
forces had seized two cars, includ- 
ing one from which shots had been 
fired at Mr. Qotbzadeh' s motor- 
cade as he drove to a meeting with 
the Amir of Kuwait. 

It reported weapons were found 
in the two vehicles, but said 
nothing about their occupants. 

Chief government spokesman 
Abdul Aziz Hussein said several 
shots were fired at the motorcade 
beading for Al Seif palace on the 
waterfront. The Kuwait News 
Agency (KUNA ) said one car was 
hit but it was not the minister’s. No 
one was hurt. -- - 

Mr. Qotbzadeh proceeded to 
the palace and met the Amir, 
Sheikh Jaber Al Ahmad Al Sabah, 
and later the heir-apparenr and 
Prime minister. Sheikh Saad Al 
Abdullah Al Sabah. 

KUNA said last Friday's abor- 
tive attempt by the United States 
to free American hostages in Iran 
came up in formal discussions 
between Mr. Qotbzadeh and 
Kuwait’s foreign minister. Sheikh 
Sabah Al Ahmad Al Sabah. 

Bilateral relations, develop- 
ments in the region and the Mid- 
dle East and the Palestinian issue 
were also discussed, KUNA 
quoted officials as saying. 

Mr. Qotbzadeh, who arrived 
last night after visiting Syria and 
Lebanon, is scheduled to visit 
Qatar, the United Arab Emirates 
and Bahrain, apparently to 
improve Iran's relations with the 
Gulf countries. 

Diplomats said Mr. 


Qotbzadeb's Gulf trip was 
arranged before last week’s U.S. 
operation, which was strongly 
criticised by governments and 
newspapers in the Gulf. The Gulf 
countries have attacked U.S.- 
sponsored economic and political 
sanctions against Iran. 

Mr. Qotbzadeh is the second 
ranking Iranian official to visit the 
area £ince the Iranian revolution 
in February last year which put 
strains on Iran's relations with 
some Gulf countries. 

Last October, former Iranian 
Deputy Premier Sadeq Tatatabai 
visited Kuwait and Bahrain which 
had been disturbed by attacks on 
them by some Iranian cleigymen. 

The Gulf countries favour good 
relations with revolutionary Iran, 
and since the Soviet military inter- 
vention in Afghanistan last 
December they have shunned 
open support to the U.S. in an 
attempt to keep the region out of 
superpower rivaJjy. 

A United Arab Emirates news- 
paper Al-Ittihad yesterday urged 
the Arab states to refuse bases or 
military facilities sought by the 
U.S. after the Afghan crisis.

The revolutionary leader linked 
the American mission to internal 
disruption caused by what he 
described as American pseudo- 
leftists and to the wave of bomb- 
ings that shook central Tehran 
yesterday, killing four people. 

Greek Catholic Archbishop 
Hilarion Capucci arrived in 
Tehran today to tty to arrange for 
the transfer of the bodies of eight 
American servicemen who died in 
last week’s ill-fated mission to 
their families in the United States. 

He said he would have the 
bodies passed to a third country 
and the Swiss embassy here and 
the Internationa!

Israel detains 
Kahane for 
causing riots 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. 
April 29 V Agencies) — An 
extremist Israeli rabbi was 
detained by police today pend- 
ing further investigation on 
charges of causing a riot in 
occupied West Bank town of 
Ramaflah, a police spokesman 
said. 

Rabbi Mar Kahane, founder 
of the Jewish Defence League in 
the United States, yesterday 
provoked a demonstration in 
RamaBah when he distributed 
leaflets caflmg on West Bank 
Arabs to leave the area. 

Police sources earlier said the 
Rabbi was released on ball but a 
spokesman said he was 
detained for investigation at the 
request of the occupation 
authorities. 

Five Arabs were shot, one 
fatally, in a clash yesterday 
between hundreds of local peo- 
ple demonstrating against the 
rabbi's presence and Israeli 
soldiers who sought to disperse 
the crowds. Eleven Arabs were 
arrested. 

Rabbi Kahane was pre- 
viously convicted on a similar 
charge and prohibited from 
entering the West Bank for an 
extended period. 

Eyewitnesses in the West 
Bank said shops and schools 
were functioning normally 
again today after fonr days of 
strikes in many towns. 

Israeli Radio reported that 
Arab youths threw stones at an 
.Israeli bus near the Nabi 
Ya’ooub suburb north of 
occupied Jerusalem, but there 
were no injuries or damages.

At resumed autonomy talks today 

Israel makes clear it will 
resist any Palestinian state

Herziia, near Tel Aviv, tomorrow. 

The ministerial talks with Egypt 
and the United States mark the 
latest stage of attempts to reach 
accord on Palestinian autonomy in 
the occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip before the May 26 target 
date expires. The past 1 1 months 
of negotiations have produced lit- 
tle progress. 

Israeli officials said here that 
the country’s team to the talks, 
headed by Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg, would once again stress 
Israel's interpretation of the 1978 
Camp David accord as the basis of 
the negotiations. 

Foreign Minister Yizhak 
Shamir yesterday briefed senior 
officials of his ministry and laid 
down four basic guidelines 
adopted by Israel and presented 
by Premier Menachem Begin to 
President Carter in Washington 
two weeks ago. 

These guidelines clearly indi- 
cated once more that the Zionist 
state intended to retain its control 
over the territories occupied since 
1967. 

Mr. Shamir said the first Israeli 
point was that the self-ruling 
Palestinian council should possess 
only administrative powers and 
look after such subjects as edu- 
cation and health, 

Israel has firmly rejected Egy- 
ptian proposals to accord the 
council legislative powers. This 
would turn the autonomy into an 
independent state in every aspect 
but name, say the Israelis. 

The Palestinians concerned, the 
1.2 million residents of the 
occupied territories, have said 
they would not accept any scheme 
short of a state. 

Mr. Shamir said the second 
point was that Israel intended to 
remain in full control over security 
in the West Bank and Gaza. The 
Camp David agreements called 
for the withdrawal of Israeli 
troops to specified zones in order 
to maintain the state's security. 

The third point, stressed by Mr. 
Shamir, and certain to attract 
international rebuke, was that 
Jewish settlers who live in those 
territories despite foreign oppos- 
ition would remain nnrto r Israeli 
law. 


The foreign minister also said 
lsrae 1 would block any attempt to 
include Ar.ut East Jerusalem in 
the autonomous area. The Israelis 
regard occupied Jerusalem as part 
of their capital and annexed it in 
1967. 

Israeli officials were unwilling 
to be drawn into an evaluation of 
the effects of the escalation in the 
Iranian crisis on the negotiations. 
But observers here said the abor- 
tive U.S. attempt to rescue the 
Tehran hostages could mean that 
any new American initiative in the 
talks was now unlikely before the 
U.S. presidential elecrions in 
November. 

The daily newspaper Haaretz 
said today that Defence Minister 
Ezer Weizman would rejoin the 
talks once they touched on sec- 
urity matters. Mr. Weizman with- 
drew from Israel* s team soon after 
the talks began. 

Mr. Weizman has recently chal- 
lenged Mr. Begin’ s authority and 
called for general elections to be 
advanced. 

U.S. delegation head Sol 
Linowitz arrived in Tel Aviv today 
and said he was convinced that all 
the obstacles on the way to agree- 
ment would be solved “if we have 
the will and determination."

The draft would affirm that the 
Palestinian people “should be 
enabled to exercise its inalienable 
national right of self-deicr- 
mination, including the right to 
establish an independent state in 
Palestine."

IT APPEARS that the U.S. hostage rescue fiasco in Iran, 
and the emotional atmosphere which the whole Iranian 
crisis has engendered, have not clouded the view of some 
people in the West as to the real origins of crisis in the 
Middle East. 

Listen to this, for example from an editorial in Mon- 
day's London Financial Times: 

“The U.S. and the West badly need stability in the 
region and the support of the Islamic countries there, par- 
ticularly those in the Gulf, whose oil is the life-blood of the 
world’s econo my. Their relations with them, however, have 
been increasingly distorted by the Middle East conflict, 
which politically has been aggravated rather than solved by 
the bilateral Israel i-Egyptian peace treaty, and the failure 
in any way to satisfy the aspirations of the Palestinian 
people or remedy its deep grievances. The Islamabad Con- 
ference tof Islamic countries earlier this year) showed the 
problem of Jerusalem to be more important to the par- 
ticipants than the Soviet rape of Afghanistan." 

The newspaper goes on to suggest that the only way out 
for President Carter is to bring about“a form of Palestinian 
self-determination' to supplant the Camp David “aut- 
onomy” concept, which it says does not amount to "self- 
rule worthy of the name,” America's leverage with Israel, 
the Financial Times says, should be used “to" bring about a 
comprehensive peace settlement in the Middle East which 
Arab and Muslim states other than Egypt can in some way 
endorse.” 

Such is the narrowness of Western — particularly 
American — perceptions about the Middle East (how else 
could the U.S. administration even contemplate a military 
action in Iran such as that which ended in disaster last 
week? ) that the Financial Times’s advice might be regarded 
ir. some quarters as unhelpful or churlish at best. But we 
prefer tn think that — the distractions of Iran and Afghanis- 
tan notwithstanding -- the Europeans are beginning to 
lv..^ Lite it East pettle at. last. . . - • 

,v :::ie .Americans pre-occupy themselves with the whys 
and wherefores of the failure of the Iran raid, the Euro- 
peans are close enough to the scene not to be able to miss — 
or misread — the signals that are coming back to them from 
this region. These signals are clear not only in their resis- 
tance to the idea of Western military intervention (or 
adventurism) in the Middle East, but in their insistence that 
the Palestine issue remains the core of the conflict and that 
or b with its resolution can the West expect the stability 
and support which it craves to be realised. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY

Developments affecting the Palestinian cause — whether 
brought about by Camp David or arising at the international 
platform — and the effects on the Arabs of international events, all 
require continuous evaluation at the highest Arab levels. 

In the light of these considerations the pan -Arab significance 
of King Hussein's tour becomes obvious.

Cost of living goes 
down 1.5% in March 



Seminar on women recommends their 
inclusion in policy - making bodies

AMMAN. April 29 - The cost of 
living dropped 1.5 per cent bet- 
ween the end of February and 
March 31. according to the "Cost 
of Living Index" bulletin issued 
this week by the Department of 
Statistics. 

The cost of living in February, 
by contrast, had registered a large 
increase of 2.5 percent after Janu- 
ary’s prices showed modest 0.3 
percent decline from December’s. 

The bulletin indicates that bet- 
ween March 1979 and March 
1980. inflation here ran at 13.8 
per cent. The rate shows a con- 
siderable easing after the 16.4 per 
cent Increase in the cost of living 
registered during the 12-month 
period ending in February. An 
increase in the retail price of pet- 
roleum products in February was 
largely responsible for the sharp 
rise in prices during that month. 

The cost of living index weights 
a ranee of consumer expenditures, 
including food, clothing, trans- 
po- '..ttion and housing costs, and it 
c , .dates rhe increase lor 
dc.sea.te) in the average co>t of 
each item from month to month. 


The year 1975 is used as a “base 
year", with an assigned value of 
100. The latest bulletin gives a 
cost of living index of 171.6 for 
March, or a 71 .6 per cent increase 
in prices over those of the base 
year. 

The decrease in the cost of liv- 
ing last month is attributed 
entirely to lower food prices. 
Overall, these prices went down 
6.9 per cent. The largest decrease 
registered was that in vegetable 
prices (down 7.4 per cent), fol- 
lowed closely by dairy products 
and eggs (down 6.1 per cent). 

Smaller decreases were regis- 
tered in the following food 
categories: meat, poultry and Fish 
(down 1.2 per cent), cereal and 
bakery products (down 1.1 per 
cent) and fruit (down 0.3 per 
cent). Prices in the category of 
“other foods" went up slightly, 0.1 
per cent. 

The largest price rise last month 
was in medical care costs, which 
were up one per cent. Also more 
expensive last month were alcohol 
(0.1 per cent) and clothing {0.5 
per cent). 

The prices of all other consumer 
goods between the end of Feb- 
ruary and the end of March 
remained stable. 


AMMAN, \pr;i 29 (JT) - 
Women should be included in 
policy-making bodies such as the 
National Planning Council (NPQ, 
university borads of trustees and 
the higher council of education. 

This was one of the recom- 
mendations issued today at the 
final session of a seminar on the 
role of working women in society 
here. Other recommendations 
invited the Arab Labour Organ- 
isation to set up a regional office 
here to train women for man- 
agerial posts and suggested that 
working women be provided train- 
ing opportunities with special 
incentives. For example, training 
and study hours could be credited 
as working hours. 

Also recommended during the 
four-day seminar, which ended 
today, was the extension of 
maternity leave from six to 12 
weeks with at least 75 per cent 
pay: and shorter hours for work- 
ing women during their final 
months of pregnancy. 

The seminar was organised by 
the Department of Working 
Women at the Ministry of Labour 
in cooperation with the United 
Nations Fund (or Population 
Xctivities |UNFP\). It was 


attended by 19 delegates from 11 
Arab countries, participants from 
various United Nations agencies 
and numerous Jordanian obser- 
vers. 

Among other changes in the 
labour law, the seminar recom- 
mended that agricultural and 
household workers be considered 
part of the labour force and be 
protected by labour laws: that 
women be entitled to a two-year 
leave without pay if they quit their 
jobs to take care of their families 
and that women be eligible for 
compensation if they resign 
because of marriage or giving 
birth. 

In the educational field, the 
seminar came out in favour of 
co-education in all Ministry of 
Education elementary schools. It 
called for revising the compulsory 
education laws to oblige parents to 
send their children to school. The 
image of women in textbooks, par- 
ticipants agreed, should be studied 
and efforts should be made to 
emphasise their productive and 
progressive role. 

Support was given to providing 
more and broader vocational 
training programmes for girls and 


to the establishment of secondary 
comprehensive schools with a bal- 
ance of academic and vocational 
studies. Girls should also be given 
scholarships in a greater diversity 
of countries abroad and should 
have better opportunities to study- 
ing applied sciences. 

The recommendations also 
called for the Ministry of Edu- 
cation to train specialists in pre- 
school training. They asked for 
more nurseries and advised plac- 
ing them under the supervision of 
the ministries of health, education 
and labour. 

With an eye towards rural 
women, a recommendation was 
• mode that the Ministry of Labour, 
in cooperation with the Voc- 
ational Training Corporation, set 
up centres all over the country to 
train women in simple light indus- 
try assembly: for example, that of 
children's toys. Another asked 
that industrial and agricultural 
credit institutions give loans for 
cottage industries and crafts.

By the time he died in 1949 in 
Spain, Turina was well known for 
promoting the character of 20th 
century Spanish music. Being a 
pianist himself, he especially liked 
composing for the piano; and he 
wrote many albums of short piano 
pieces. He also wrote a number of 
very successful songs, and works 
for orchestra and several instru- 
ments. 

The Danzas Famasticas (fan- 
tastic dances) played last night by 
Mr. Ferrer are more often played 
as orchestral works. The three 
dances, as fiery as their names 
suggest, are Exaltation, Ensueno 
(dream), and Orgia (orgy), and 
possess a distinctive turbulence 
and rhythm reminiscent of de 
Falla's music. 

The encore was Debussy's Gol- 
liwog's Cake Walk (from the 
Children's Album). 

Amman is only the second stop 
on Mr. Ferrer’s extensive world 
tour, which started in Budapest. 
He is to give concerts in Damas- 
cus, Baghdad and Beirut before 
moving on to Portugal, and then to 
North America, where he will play 
in such places as Mexico, San 
Francisco and Boston. He will also 
perform the 24 Etudes by Chopin, 
a pianist’s ultimate challenge in 
Fort Worth, Texas. “1 challenged 
myself," says Mr. Ferrer, “to 
prove to myself I can do it.” 

This tightly packed tour on 
which Mr. Ferrer has embarked 
with three different programmes 
is to him “a holiday”, one organ- 
ised by Spanish embassies all over 
the world. For at home in Madrid 
he is much busier, not only playing 
but also teaching. 

“Pedagogy is extremely impor- 
tant," he believes, and somehow 
finds the time to instruct piano 
students between tours, trips, con- 
ceits and musical evenings.

AMMAN, April 28-The Minis- 
try of Education this week is 
expected to finish laying the foun- 
dations of a project that will 
revolutionise the concept of 
higher education in Jordan. 

Beginning this autumn, ail 20 
Teacher Training institutes 
( l l is) will be turned into two- 
to-three year community colleges 
offering both general higher edu- 
cation diplomas and certificates of 
technical training. Tjie 
changeover stems from the gov- 
ernment’s concern about the shor- 
tage of skilled workmen and 
technicians in the Arab World, 
especially Jordan. 

The idea, explains Mr. Khaled 


Sheikh of the Ministry of Edu- 
cation. is to produce well- 
educated. technically trained men 
and women who can work in med- 
ical and dental laboratories, read 
engineer's blueprints to install 
plumbing or electrical systems, or 
perform uny of a wide variety of 
services offered by technicians 
and skilled workers. 

Ideally, for every professional, 
such as a doctor or engineer, four 
technicians are required to carry 
out this kind of skilled work. Bui 
in most of the Arab World this 
ratio is reversed, and in Jordan 
there are between two and four 
professionals for every technician. 

This imbalance in the labour 
force prompted the government, 
as early as 1973, to consider 
expanding the specialisations 


offered at TTls. But not until last 
year was it agreed to restructure 
the institutes completely, and to 
borrow the American concept of 
two-year community colleges. 

"We are Jordanising the 
American policy,” says Mr. 
Sheikh, who heads the TTI divi- 
sion at the Education Ministry. 
“We are squeezing the experience 
of others to meet Jordan's needs," 
he added, explaining that Jordan 
Is going beyond the American 
approach by including both prac- 
tical and theoretical training as 
pan of the curricula, which 
requires an additional month for 
every year of education. Grinning, 
Mr. Sheikh says the schools will be 
something like "junior uni- 
versities in Jordan.” 

Legal details of the schools' new 


charter, admission policy, reg- 
ulations, curricula, exam policy 
and tuition should be completed 
this week. They trill cover both the 
10 government TTls and the 10 
private TTls throughout the coun- 
try. 

"The change is according to the 
next five-year development plan, 
based on what we've learned dur- 
ing the previous five-year plan.” 
Mr. Sheikh said. "There arc new 
needs within Jordanian society, 
beyond just teacher training prog- 
rammes. 

“And there are new { labourj 
needs of Arab states. The skilled 
workers and technicians are in 
great demand now,” he sjid.

ised by the West German Institute 
for Foreign Cultural Relations 
with the cooperation of the Kling- 
spor Museum in Offenbach am 
Main. While it may be of limited 
interest here in Amman due to the 
language barrier, the many adults 
who are learning German, as well 
Amman's German community, 
might also benefit from some of 
the im aginatively designed books.

As Dr. Richard Schmied, director 
of the Goethe Instituie.observcd, 
there is such a glut of mediocre 
and poor children's books j n 
Germany it is normally hard to

Although none of the hooks are 
for sale, all of them cun be ordered 
through the Goethe Institute.

back into Jordan. 

Remittances from abroad arc 
Jordan's single largest source of 
foreign exchange earnings. Last 
vear Jordanians’ remittances 
totalled some JD 175 million. And 
the planners at the Ministry of 
Education arc well aware that 
many Jordanians will lake jobs in 
ihe Gulf after receiving their edu- 
cation and training here. 

The planners are also aware* of 
the benefits Jordan gains by this 
arrangement. Today there are 

between 250.00H and 300,000 
Jordanians working in the Gulf 
states. 

“This is our industry. Our 
industry is not petroleum. It is 
people." Mr. Sheikh said. "And 
how do you develop this industry? 
Through education. We have 
people working all over the Arab 
World.” 

Howes er. Jordan's education 
planners arc also aware of the 
“brain drain” effects, and the 
problems caused in Jordan by the 
shortage here of middle skilled 
workmen, that is those whose 
training is between that of a 
labourer and that of a pro- 
fessional. Thai is one of the main 
reasons tor creating the com- 
munity colleges. 

Enrolment in the "junior uni- 
versities” will remain the same as 
that of TTls. for at least the first 
year. But the ministry plans to 
improve facilities immediately to 
meet the needs of the new schools, 
and to expand them to oflcr more 
class space as quickly as funding 
will allow. 

The 10 government TTls now 
have a total enrolment of ahout 
6,000. while the 10 private TTls 
have a total enrolment of about 
8,0110. This year some 3U.00U sec- 
ondary students are expected to 
pass the utwjihi exam and lx* pre- 
pared to start their higher edeu- 
aiion. Bui Jordan's two uni- 
versities. in Amman and at Yar- 
mouk. are able to lake in only 
4,000 new students a year. 

Another 2.000 to 3, 000 in wjihi 
graduates are expected to attend 
university abroad. This leaves 
about 23,500 candidates looking 
lor other forms of higher edu- 
cation in Jordan. "So the com- 
munity colleges will become the 
place for most of these students* 
higher education.” Mr. Sheikh 
said. "And the schools will be 
open to Arabs from outside Jor- 
dan.” 

"1 think we will cover most of 
their needs and absorb most of our 
Uiwjihi graduates,” he said, 
explaining that the new colleges 
will each offer one of four fields of 
specialisation--engincering, 
edeuation. commerce or medical 
scicnces--in addition to a standard 
curriculum of general education 
offered at all the colleges. 

For example, a community col- 
lege in Amman might offer 
technical training in medical sci- 
ences only, while one in Irbid 
might offer training in engineer- 
ing'. 

All Students from both schools 
would receive the twn-ycjr gen- 
eral education diploma, while 
Irbid students would receive a 
special certificate of practical 
training as engineering techni- 
cians, and the Amman students 
would receive a similar certificate 
as medical technicians. 

Training and practical experi- 
ence in each of the specialisations 


requires additional rime, rang:: 
front one month tit one ye.: . 
depending on the field. Each col- 
lege will offer a specialisation !t* !■: 
the needs of its particular com- 
munity. 

Like the community colleges in 
the United States, Jordan's col- 
leges will adopt the credit-hour 
system based on a three -semester 
academic year. One credit ;s 
offered lor each hour of lecture 
and lab time a week. 

Most general education classes 
meet three times a week for .m 
hour at a time. Such a course 
would he worth three credits 
Each weekly hour of lab time usu- 
ally adds one credit to the rating »*■ 
the course. All courses are lie id lor 
a semester of sixteen weeks. Dur- 
ing each semester a student is 
expected to take courses uu-ining 
15-21.) credits.

To ensure a standard quality 
among the graduates ot the new 
community colleges, the Ministry 
of Education will give each stu- 
dent a mandatory test, or possibly 
two tests— one on the general edu- 
cation programme that leads to 
the diploma, and another on the 
particular fields of specialisation 
Such tests would also apply to t!u 
10 private community eolieees. 

But there is still some uitcer 
tainty whether the community col 
leges will he aeci edited by Jor- 
dan’s two universities, despite tin 
fact that all the existing Ti ls ar. 
accredited by some America; 
universities. 

The Ministry of Education say 
the two universities are not ready 
at this rime to accredit the col- 
leges. In other words, they are no* 
willing now to accept a community 
college graduate as a thud-ye.it 
student in university. But Mr 
Sheikh says it is most likely tha 
the two universities, after a tew 
years, will come around u 
accrediting the colleges. 

Tution policy will also be final 
ised this week. It is expected th.t 
an option will be offered wheieb 
a student can either pay outrigh 
for the education, or" the gov 
eminent can pay and the studer 
then becomes obligated to wor 
for the government.

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USSR to set up tractor plant in Pakistan 

KARACHI, April 29 (R) - The Soviet Union and Pakistan have 
signed an agreement to set up a plant to make Soviet tractors in 
Karachi, the Associated Press of Pakistan ( APP) reported. It said 
the Soviet firm would provide SI 8 to S20 million of the total cost 
of $35 million. After five years the plant will produce. 10,000 
tractors annually. APP said. 

Mr. Eduard Matusevich. head of the Soviet delegation, told 
reporters after signing the agreement yesterday that a detailed 
study on the plant would be submitted to the Pakistani gov- 
ernment for approval. 

15 countries to get $ 186 m. in food aid 

ROME, April 29 (AP) -- The governing body of the World Food 
Programme (WFP) approved a total $186.6 million worth of food 
aid to 15 countries yesterday, an official statement said. The aid 
will be applied to 16 economic and soda! development projects, 
most of them agricultural. 

Individual new allocations by the WFP include two additional 
grants totaling 524.7 million to Somalia For feeding certain vul- 
nerable population groups and students. Egypt will receive £21 .2 
million to continue primary school feeding in rural areas., 
Morocco will get a further $18.2 million to be applied to projects 

on soil conservation and agricultural development in dry areas. 
Tunisia is scheduled to receive SI 7 million for a new project for 
integrated rural development in dry regions.

Kuwait's interest rates soar to 20% 

KUWAIT. April 29 ( AP) -- A report by Kuwait's central bank 
yesterday said interests rates on short term loans have soared to 
20 per cent in recent days as a result of a liquidity shortage in the 
market. 

The bank said the shortage was caused by several develop- 
ments. including increased dollar purchases by local banks from 
the Central Bank. The purchases were made both to meet com- 
mitments and to take advantage of higher interest rates on dollar 
deposits, compared to local rates, the bank said. 

Meanwhile, the National Bank of Kuwait will provide letters of 
guarantee for the purchase of six oil tankers by Kuwait, a spokes- 
man for the bank said yesterday. The tankers will be built for the 
Kuwait National Oil company by the Chinese Shipbuilding Com- 
pany of Taiwan at an estimated cost of SI 60 million, the spokes- 
man said. 

Iraq to meet France's oil needs 

PARIS, April 29 (R) — Iraqi Oil Minister Taveh Abdul Karim 
said yesterday Iraq would meet France's petroleum needs if Iran 
cut off supplies. He was speaking after conferring with French 
Prime Minister Raymond Barre for nearly two hours. 

Mr. Abdul Karim, who is due lo meet President Valery Giscard 
d'Estaine today, said on leaving the prime ministers office: "We 
feel ourselves responsible for providing the quantities of oil which 
France needs.” He said Iraq was very' happy to have strong 
relations with France in all fields. 

Last year, Iraq increased oil for France by 25 percent to a total 
of 24.5 million tonnes, ranking second behind Saudi Arabia 
among France's suppliers. 


ANKARA. April 29 (R) - Tur- 
key today devalued its lira, by up 

to 4.7 per cent against 15 major 
■ currencies, but not the dollar. It 
was the seventh devaluation of the 
Turkish currency this year and 
seen as a further attempt to elimi- 
nate exchange rate discrepancies 


caused by ihe dollar's movements 
on world markets. 

Banking sources here said the 
International Monetary Fund 
( IMF ) had also been pushing for a 
further realignment of the Turkish 
lira. An IMF delegation left here 
last weekend after more than two 


weeks of talks on a new stand-by 
credit agreement for Turkey. 

Neither side commented on the 
progress of the talks but when the 
IMF team left earlier than 
expected, Turkish business 
sources said there had been dis- 
agreement over IMF proposals 


involving further devaluatioj 
price rises for Turkish national 
ised industry* products and endin 
state subsidies on such products 
According to governme< 
sources, Turkey is hoping f or ! 
stand-by credif of $350 mitlid 
from the IMF for the year starthi 
in June.

If East-West automatically 
lead the top of partner's suit, 
East has no way of knowing how 
to go about cashing his tricks.

Arsenal, Liverpool tie second replay 

BIRMINGHAM. England, April 29 (Agencies) — Arsenal and 
Liverpool drew 1-1 after extra rime in a second replay in*V31la 
Park Iasi night — and still failed to decide which of them will meet 
. West Ham in the English soccer cup final. 

Alan Sunderland sent Arsenal into the lead 20 seconds after the 
kick-off, before a Liverpool man had touched the ball. Arsenal 
led until seconds from the end of norma) time. Then Liverpool, 
playing with ten men. grabbed a dramatic equaliser through 
Kenny Dalglish. 

The teams remained deadlocked after 30 m inures of extra time. 
The teams have now struggled for 5 ’'2 hours without reaching a 
decision. 

A crowd of 43,000 saw a game of high drama. Straight from the 
kick-off Pat Rice went down the right wing for Arsenal and from 
his cross Sunderland eluded two tackles and sent a low shot into 
the net. Liverpool recovered from this shock and stormed the 
Arsenal goal for spells in the second half. Goalkeeper Ray Cfe- 
mence was the only mao in the Liverpool half. 

Goalkeeper Pat Jennings saved Arsenal time and again, he 
made a supurb save from Dalglish in the 69th minute, and just 
afterwards, in a rare Arsenal raid. Liam Brady had a goal dis- 
allowed for offside. With a minute left, and Arsenal apparently on 
the edge of victory Liverpool lost David Johnson, top scorer in the 
English First Division this season with 25 goals. He collided with a 
crowd of players in a scramble in the Arsenal goalmouth and was 
carried off on a stretcher. 

Liverpool had already used a substitute and were reduced to ten 
men. But in the dying seconds Dalglish wriggled past two Arsenal 
players and shot Liverpool level. In the extra 30 minutes, with 
both teams looking weary, Liverpool did most of the attacking 
and Dalglish went close io getting a winner. But Jennings kept 
Arsenal in contention. 


Meanwhile, if Liverpool and Arsenal have 10 meet for a fifth 
time to decide their English Football Association I FA ) cup sem- 
itmal, the match will be held at Sheffield United’s ground next 
Monday, the FA said today. 

The F A said that under no circumstances would the tie be 
derided by a series of penalty kicks. ' The semifinal has to go on 
until we get a result," an official said. "We cannot use penalties. 

The rules of the competition simply don't allow for it." 

Americans dominate Japan's track meet 

HIROSHIMA. Japan. April 29 (AP) -- Americans Evelyn 
Ashford, Larry Myricks, Ron Livers and Randy Williams won 
their specialities in the four-nation Oda memorial rrack and field 
meet here Sunday. Billy Knochellah of Kenya finished first in the 
men's 400-metre run in 46.5 seconds. 

Ashford, double sprint gold medalist in last year's World Cup 
track and field championships at Montreal won the 100- metre 
dash in a meet record time of 11.1 seconds over countrywoman 
Patsy Walker and six Japanese. Ashford, who beat world record 
holder Marita Koch of East Germany in both the IU0 and 200- 
metre events at the World Cup meet, was the second woman to 
break the 1 1 -second barrier for the 100 metres by timing 10.97 
last June. 

Myricks heat Japan's Toshihisa Yoshimoto and American Wil- 
liams for first place in the running broad jump with a 8.2S-melre 
leap. Second place Yoshimoto jumped 7.98 metres and third 
place Williams 7.66 metres. Myricks’ best jump is S.52 metres. 
Williams took the 100 metre event with a 10.3 clocking, beating 
seven Japanese under beautiful weather ai Hiroshima track and 
field ground. 

With a 1 7.1 1 -metre leap. Livers captured the triple jump over 
teammate Milan Tiff and seven Japanese. Tiff was second with a 
15.89 jump.

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EEC nations rap U.K. 
after summit fails to 
resolve budget dispute 

BRUSSELS, April 29 (R) — Britain camfe under 
harsh criticism in other countries of the European 
Common Market today following the failure by an 
EEC summit to agree on the size of the British cot- 
ribution to the Community budget. 


Prime Minii-ler Margaret 
Thatcher. who rejected a* inade- 
quate proposals to cut Britain’s 

contribution, was attacked b> 
French newspapers which accused 
her of intransigence and obsti- 
nacy. 

“Cyclone Maggie devastates 
Europe" »va* huw one Paris paper 
described Mrs. Thatcher's role in 
the unsuccessful attempt io find a 
compromise yesterday at the 
summit in Luxembourg. 

The Quolidien Pnri«, dubbed 
her “Mrs. Nt»“ and said of Mrs. 
Thatcher's lone opposition to the 
compromise proposals: “One 
could say that an eight -state 
Europe was bom last night." 

France-Soir accused Mrs. 
Thatcher of inflicting a deep gash 
on Europe and on the entire 
Western world. 

Among non- British officials, 
loo. there was bitter dis- 
appointment and dismay in sev- 
eral capitals and they put the 
blame on Mrs. Thatcher. 

"She showed no sign of com- 
promise," a Dutch foreign minis- 
try official said in The Hague. 

In Copenhagen, a par- 
liamentary expert on EEC policy, 
Mr. A me Christiansen, accused 
Mrs. Thatcher of rigidly losing all 
sense of perspective and duty- 
low ards the Community. 

“I detect a tactical clement in 
her ' inflexible stance, however, 
and hope she will change her 
mind." he said. 

The failure to work out a com- 
promise was earlier described by 
West German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt as a major setback in the 


development of the Common 
Market and by Luxembourg 
Prime Min ister Pierre Werner as :t 
black day for Luxembourg and 
Europe. 

Danish Prime Minister Anker 
Joergensen said: “The British 
showed themselves to be abso- 
lutely inflexible in their demands 
despite the fact that the eight 
other states bent over backwards 
to reach a solution... I can see no 
opening ahead." 

In Britain, Mrs. Thatcher was 
praised for rejecting a com- 
promise solution. The mass- 
circulation Sun referred to her as 
"Mighty Maggie" and the Daily 
Mirror as "No-deal Maggie." 

In France, the government 
appeared to he trying to minimise 
the problem and foreign ministry 
officials spoke not of failure but of 
“no-solution." 

They stressed what they termed 
the political cohesion of the 
mem her states as shown by their 
joint statement on Iran, Afghanis- 
tan and other international ques- 
tions. 

A preamble to the summit's 
draft final communique said the 
EEC leaders "expressed grave 
concern at the trend of recent 
events, especially in Afghanistan. 
Iran and the Middle East." 

Foreign policy is not included in 
the Common Market's founding 
Treaty of Rome. But the draft 
tvmmunique said the nine heads 
of government “considered that 
these events now more than ever 
require of the member states... 
that they show cohesion."

Florida declares state of emergency, 
seeks aid for 3,500 Cuban refugees 


KEY WEST, Florida. April 29 (Agencies! - 
Florida has declured a state of emergency in the 
Key West and Miami areas and appealed to 
Washington for aid to deal with the estimated 
3,50f) Cuban refugees already arrived in the state. 

The U.S. coast guard found at least half a dozen 
capsized boats bobbing in rough seas off Key West 
yesterday, apparently part of a flotilla carrying 
Cuban refugees to Florida that was hit bv a furious 
storm. 

In addition, two coast guard cutters towed in 1 2 
other disabled vessels and reported picking up 
crews from other boats awash and abandoned. 
But no new refucees have arrived in this country 
since Sunday. 

The week-old “freedom flotilla that has 
brought 3.500 refugees to Florida was left a 
shambles when hurricane- force winds swept the 
Florida Straits over the weekend. 

“If there was anvbody out there, they wouldn't 
have achance.*’ a National Weather Service fore- 
caster said Sunday as wind' gusted to 90 miles per 


hour across the 90 miles of churning sea. 

But the U.S. coast guard, which received 29 
rescue calls in one five-minute period alone Sun- 
day. reported no deaths or serious injuries. 

Six - boats currying 650 Cubans arrived Sunday 
morning before the thunderstorm interrupted the 
influx. Among them was a six-hour-old boy, bom 
to one of 200 refugees packed aboard a shrimp 
boat. 

While the flow of refugees was momentarily 
halted, the battle over what to do with them inten- 
sified. 

The U.S. State Department had earlier said it 
would accept 3,500 of the more than 10.000 
Cubans who sought refuge in the Peruvian 
embassy in Havana three weeks ago. Since then, 
the Cuban government has said it is allowing vir- 
tually anyone to get out. 

As many as 2,000 boats are jammed into the 
Cuban port of Muriel to pick up their relatives and 
embassy refugees, and officials estimate that as 
manv a> 250,000 Cubans could be brought back.

South African police arrest coloured 
students protesting unequal education 


JOHANNESBURG. April 29 
(AP) — Police equipped with riot 
nuns and gas masks today arrested 
several hundred coloured 
1 mived-race I students protesting 
unequal education in this 
racially -segregated nation, the 
South African Press Association 
tSAP.Al reported. 

SAP A. quoting parents, said 
police entered school premises 
and. with tear gas and hatons. 
chased children and parents 
through the middle of the Western 
coloured township near here. 

An operations commanding 
officer, identified as Brigadier J. 
Swancpocl. denied that violence 
had been used in taking 15 van- 
loads of youngsters to the New- 
lands police station. He said that 
not all the children involved had 
been taken into custody. 

"The schoolchildren were 
assembling illegally, so they were 
arrested for contravening (the) 


Riotous Assemblies Act. It's as 
simple as that." SAP A quoted him 
as saving. 

Police. wearing camouflage 
uniforms, allegedly threatened 
students with rifles hut there were 
no reports of shooting. 

The student boycott, which was 
started in the Cape two weeks ago 
by coloured students and spread 
throughout the country, gathered 
steam with support from white, 
black and Asian university stu- 
dents. 

Students yesterday held a pro- 
test march and set fire to grass at a 
high school in Kokstud, located 
about 1 76 kilometres south west of 
Durban, radio reports said. 

In other incidents yesterday, a 
fire at a school in Villiersdorp. 
located 75 kilometres east of 
Capetown, destroyed one class- 
room and badly damaged five 
others. Police said the cause of the 
fire was unknown.

Waldheim, EEC leaders praise Vance 

Kennedy calls for immediate 
Senate probe of Iran mission 


MEXICO CITY. April 29 (AP) - 
Senator Edward Kennedy said 
yesterday U.S. foreign policy- 
under President Jimmy Carter was 
unpredictable and claimed that 
Secretary' of State Cyrus Vance 
knew more about the aborted mis- 
sion to rescue American hostages 
in Iran than has been made public. 

The senator from Mas- 
suchussetLs. trailing Mr. Carter in 
the Democratic party race for the 
presidential nomination, also 
urged an immediate investigation 
by the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee of the incident in Iran 
in which eight L ! .S. servicemen 
were reported killed and five 
injured. 

Mr. Vance resigned in protest 
over the miscarried operation that 
called tor a special commando 
group to try to storm the Ameri- 
ca n embassy in Tehran and 
retrieve the 50 American hostages 
there and three more in the Ira- 
nian foreign ministry. 

Mr. Kennedy told a news con- 
ference in the Mexican capital that 
Mr. Vance obviously "knows 
more about the failed military 
mission in Iran and its possible 
consequences than we do. 1 am 
saddened that he decided that he 
had to resign." 

Praising Mr. Vance as "a dis- 
tinguished public servant of integ- 
rity and competence." Mr. Ken- 
nedy said: "ThN makes the Fore- 
ign Relations Committee inves- 
tigation even more urgent. The 
nation needs to know- all the relev- 
ant facts about the episode that led 
the secretary of state to take the 
extraordinary step of resigning in 
protest." 

He said that among the foreign 
policy advisers of the Carter 
administration. Mr. Vance "is the 
man tor whom I have the greatest 
respect." 

Mr. Kennedy claimed the Car- 
ter administration was not main- 
taining a predictable foreign pol- 
icy and said this was a time of 
“considerable peril and uncer- 
tainly." 

“There is uncertainty about 
U.S. foreign policy, certainly 
among our allies and within our 
administration. In a lime of uncer- 
tainty. the possibility of peril 
arises. We need predictability in 
our foreign policy.” Mr. Kennedy- 
said and added that this was 
"essential to our allies.” 

Mr. Kennedy arrived Sunday on 
a 20-hour visit that foreign dip- 
lomatic sources said was obviously 
part of his effort to woo the 
Mexican- American vole, espe- 
cially in the U.S. southwest. He 
had a onc-hour private meeting 
with Mexican President Jose 
Lupcz Portillo yesterday. 

Meanwhile at the' United 
Nations, U.N. Secretary-General 


Kurt Waldeim praised Mr. Vance 
in a statement that his spokesman 
issued on his behalf after Mr. 
Vance resigned. 

“The secretary-general has the 
highest personal regards for Mr. 
Vance and warmly appreciated his 
very positive and cooperative 
attitude towards the United 
Nations." said the spokesman. 

The statement said that in the 
last few months. “The secretary- 
genera! has been frequently in 
contact with Secretary Vance in 
the course of efforts to find a sol- 
ution to ail aspects of the Iranian 
crisis." 

Issued while Mr. Waldheim was 
in Lagos, Nigeria at an African 
economic summit conference, it 
said he had no official comment 
since Mr. Vance's resignation was 
a U.S. internal matter but it 
pointed out he had worked closely 
with Mr. Vance "on numerous 
mutters of common concern." 

In Luxembourg, European 
Economic Community (EEC) 
leaders praised Mr. Vance yes- 


terday but said his resignation 
would not affect their solidarity 
with President Carter’s attempts 
to free the hostages in Iran. 

“He was a delightful man to 
work with," British Prime Minis- 
ter Margret Thatcher said of Mr. 
Vance at the end of an EEC sum- 
mit meeting here. 

But she said of his resignation: 
" It's not for us to evaluate, that’s a 
matter betwixt him and the pres- 
ident." 

Mrs. Thatcher’s view echoed 
that of other European leaders at 
the summit, who praised Mr. 
Vance and expressed dis- 
appointment at his resignation, 
but declined to dwell on his depar- 
ture from office. She said there 
was no discussion of the res- 
ignation at the summit. 

German Foreign Minister Hans 
Dietrich Genschersent Mr. Vance 
a telegram expressing gratitude 
for past cooperation and 
expressing the hope his advice 
would be “available in the 
future."

In a related development.

which is not recognised by the 
government, called a press con- 
ference to denounce what it said 
was a wave of repression intended 
to disrupt dissident activities on 
May I. 

That is Labour Day in Latin 
America and the government has 
warned ii will not tolerate any 
demonstrations. 

Commission President Jaime 
Castillo presented seven lawyers 
who detailed cases of persons 
being detained, tortured or killed 
by police. 

Three of the lawyers, all active 
in human rights affairs, said the 
secret police had held one law 
firm’s occupants prisoner while it 
ransacked the office. The lawyers 
said police painted revolutionary 
slogans on the walls and forced 
them to be photographed with the 
walls us background.

Holland prepares to inaugurate new queen 


AMSTERDAM. April 29 ( AP) - 
Final preparations for the inau- 
guration of Holland's new queen, 
Beatrix, moved into high gear yes- 
terday with flags and security 
measures burgeoning around the 
royal palace in the capital. 

Queen Juliana is abdicating 
tomorrow on her 7 1st birthday 
after a reign of nearly 32 years. 
But many Dutchmen will" stay- 
home and watch TV rather than 
try to reach the centre of the city 
where Princess Beatrix. 42, will be 
installed as the country's sixth 
constitutional monarch and the 
latest head of the centuries-old 
House of Orange. 

At the inauguration site on the 
capital's Dam Square, flags and 
orange banners went up on stores 
and public buildings, while work- 
men put finishing touches to a blue 
and white canopy under which 
Princess Beatrix will walk from 
the palace to the Nieuwe Kerk 
(New Church) next door for the 
formal installation ceremonies. 

Barriers were erected in the 
immediate precincts of the church 
and palace, the first link in a sec- 
urity chain which will close a large 
part of the inner city to all but 
official guests. Only across the 
broad square in front of the palace 
will the general public gel a view 
of the new queen at a distance of at 
least 100 metres. 

“I would have liked to take my 
two young daughters to see the 
show." said one Dutchman, "But 
it will be just too difficult und it 
could be dangerous with the city's 
squatter, problem." He said that 


like countless Dutch people, he 
w-ould stay off the streets and 
watch TV. 

Amsterdam's squatter com- 
munity. estimated by city officials 
at b.OUO Lx seething with unrest 
over the capital's housing shortage 
and has promised demonstrations 
tomorrow. 

The squatters rioted in March in 
a confrontation with police and 
earlier this month a group of them 
hurled smoke bombs at the palace. 
Radical groups have also put up 
posters around town urging dis- 


ruptions and support for a mass 
rally against the inauguration. 

Queen Juliana is surrendering 
her throne because she says she is 
growing old and the time has come 
to hand over to her eldest daugh- 
ter. 

She will sign the instrument of 
abdication in the palace soon after 
9:00 a.m. GMT, and Princess 
Beatrix will become queen at that 
moment. At 2:00 p.m., the new 
queen will cross to the 15th cen- 
tuTy Nieuwe Kerk where many of 
Holland’s naval heroes are buried 


Dutch monarch since 
in 1814 has been

installed. 

The formal inauguration will 
follow before members of both 
houses of parliament, assembled 
royalty and other guests with the 
new queen swearing to uphold the 
constitution and defend the peo- 
ple and territory of the Nether- 
lands. 

People close to the royal family 
expect the new reign to be brisk 
and businesslike. Princess Beatrix 
will move next year to the seat of 
government in The Hague where 
she will maintain both her prin- 
cipal residence and her sec- 
retariat. Her mother never 
showed any desire to live in The 
Hague and carried out her royal 
duties from Soestdijk palace, 32 
kilometres east of Amsterdam. 

Princess Beatrix is also seen as 
forceful and occasionally demand- 
ing compared with her mother, 
whose royal style has been mod- 
est. reiiring and matronly. 

The new queen has said 
repeatedly, however, that Queen 
Juliana' will be her guiding exam- 
ple and in an April 14 interview, 
she told Dutch newspaper editors 
that the first five years of her reign 
will he a learning period. 

She also said she wanted the 14 
million Dutch people to see her 
installation as a celebration and 
would regret it if they were unable 
to do so because of any dis- 
ruptions. The latest public opinion 
poll shows 82 per cent of the popu- 
lation favours retaining the royal 
house.

U.K. newspaper 
strike spreads 

LONDON. April 29 (AP)-A 
nationwide print union dispute 
halted publication of all local 
newspapers in England and Wales 
today and also prevented the 
printing of the London edition of 
the Financial Times. 

It was the second straight day 
that local papers— with a few 
exceptions yesterday— had not 
appeared. 

The strike spread to Fleet 
Street, home of Britain's national 
papers, when foundry workers at 
the Financial Times were called 
out on union orders. The owners 
of the financial daily also own the 
Westminister Press chain of local 
papers. 

The strike involves most of the 
National Graphical Association's 
(NGA) 6U.OOO members at local 
papers and general printing 
works. They seek a new contract 
boosting basic weekly pay by 30 
per cent from about £62 to £80. 
They also want a cut in working 
hours to 37.5 per week within the- 
next 12 months. 

The Newspaper Society, rep- 
resenting owners, has offered an 
increase to £75 a week basic and a 
37.5 hour week by July 1982.

Developing countries making ne 
attempt to gain influence in IM

HAMBURG - With 
many of their peoples suf- 
fering desperate poverty — 
o fieri meaning a life expec- 
tation of only 30 to 40 
years — the developing 
countries are making a 
new attempt to gain influ- 
ence in the world's leading 
monetary authority , the 
International Monetary 
Fund {IMF). 

The IMF is the nearest equi- 
valent to a “united nations” of 
money matters. But it does not 
include ail the major communist 
powers. It has a membership of 
140 countries, ranging from the 
giant economies of the United 
States and Japan to small ones 
such as Botswana, Cape Verde 
and Djibouti. 

It accounts for about 80 percent 
of total world production and 90 
per cent of world trade. 

The amount of votine power a 
country has in IMF councils 
depends on the amount of cash it 
pumps into the organisation. 

Western businessmen see this as 
absolutely natural and proper, 
ensuring a common sense, 
businesslike attitude to the prob- 
lems of the world economy and 
making sure that money is spent 
carefully and not thrown away. 

But many Third World leaders 
feel that although this may make 
sense, the rich-poor structure of 
the world is not going to change 
unless there is pressure to force 
some of the’ wealth to be re- 
distributed. 

It is rather like the traditional 
battle within many nations, where 
businessmen are concerned with 
doing good business and avoiding 
economic collapse — arguing tha”t 
this alone will eventually create 
wealth for all — and where work- 


ers, suspecting this would mean no 
changes, try to force a share-out of 
wealth by increased raxes on the 
rich and more public spending. 

We must have a bigger share of 
resources and a bigger share of the 
voting power." said a Third World 
delegate at a meeting of IMF 
groups which has just ended here. 

The IMF has often been 
accused of being unduly- 
influenced by the United States, 
the nation which supplies the 
biggest proportion of its money 
and was the main founding father 
of its original treaty signed in B ret- 
urn Woods, New Hampshire in 
1944. 

Because it pays in the most 
money, the United States has 
1 9.83 per cent of the total voting 
power in the IMF. The smallest 
member countries each have less 
than one per cent. 

Complaints are often made that 
the United States and other lead- 
ing industrial countries impose 
their economic will upon the rest 
of the world. When a country runs 
into financial trouble, the dark- 
suited men from the IMF descend 
with their brief cases and advise 
government leaders to do such 
things as tighten credit and public 
spending and adjust (heir young 
industries to more profitable areas 
before money is pumped in from 
the IMF coffers. 

IMF supporters argue this Is the 
only way to build u sound 
economic base in the Third World 
which will eveniually benefit 
everybody. 

But there are suspicions among 
developing countries that 
although Western aid and advice 
might be well-meaning, the basic 
situation will not change unless 
they can achieve real power and 
shift real resources to poorer reg- 
ions. Many developing countries 
look with envy upon the success of 
the oil-exporting nations io gain- 
ing a powerful diplomatic position 
in the world.
